A conference to establish a commodity scheme 
could scarcely mect in stranger circumstances than 
those which form the background to the Interna- 
tional Tin Conference which opens in Geneva to- 


day. 


The purpose of this conference may well be- 
come obscured by the present prosperity of the in- 
dustry. Yesterday’s price was again an all-time 


record, 


Moreover, the possibility of 9 
“burdensome” surplus, which 
the scheme is designed to pre- 
vent, hos so fnr reeeded that 
an acttle shortage exists and 
seeins likely to persist into the 
foresccable future, 

In fact, events 
vasion of Korea, which have 
brourht about widespread 
rearmament programmes seem 
fo have solved the problems 
which the Conference !s to din- 
cuss.
